down in defeat Tuesday at the county 
convention, when a countjf ticket, 
beaded by ex-Govemor E. E. Jackson, 
was nominated. It liad been conceded 
up to the day of the convention that 
the pfesent senator from Wicomico, 
Marion V. Brewington, would be 
nominated at the convention, but the 
night before the convention a confer¬ 
ence was held at the Oaks, at which it 
was decided that the former Governor 
be tendered the nomination. 

Mr. Albert W. Robinson, of Sharp- 
town, was a strong factor in the light 
for the nomination for the State Sen¬ 
ate, and it has been frequently said 
that he was Governor Jackson’s choice. 
Mr. Charles R. Disharoon, of Salis¬ 
bury, was also a candidate. Mr. 
Brewington, however, claims to have 
had control of the delegation, but, 
owing to the sentiment against his be¬ 
ing returned to the Senate for the 
third term, it was deemed wise that 
he withdraw, and that Governor Jack- 
son become the candidate for this of¬ 
fice. 

' Why JacksMi Was Chatea. 

The action of the convention in plac- 
■Ing the name of ex-Govemor Jackson 
before the delegates and his nomina¬ 
tion and-acceptance is due, it is said, 
,to the uncertainty of a Democratic 
victory this fall, provided M. V. Brew¬ 
ington was placed at the head of the " 
ticket,- ' I 

It is thought that, owing to the 
strong sentiment which prevails 
against thirdterm odiceholders in this 
county at the present time, if Senator I 
Brewington was renominated a large 
number of Democratic votes would go 
to the Republican candidates, and this 
would result in a victory for the whole 
Republican ticket. Under the circum- ^ 
stances, in order to save the Demo¬ 
cracy of Wicomico, it was decided that ' 
it would be better to place a man at ^ 
the head of the ticket who would stand ^ 
a better chance of carrying the county. 

Brewington controlled 82 out of 42 ^ 
votes at the convention, but under the 
existing circumstances the delegates ' 
were turned over to Jackson, and the , 
nomination came to the former Gov- ^ 
eraor practically on a silver platter. 
leBcy Far Stale’s AMenev- 
The only heated contest of the con¬ 
vention took place when the nomina¬ 
tion for State’s Attorney was in order. 
There were three candidates for this 
office—Joseph L. Bailey, Incumbeut; 
L. Atwood Bennett and George W. 
Bell, law partner of Land Commis¬ 
sioner £. Stanley Toadvln. After the 
three names had been placed in nomi¬ 
nation James T. Truitt, chairman of 
the convention, addressed the dele¬ 
gates, stating that, in the same spirit 
of harmony which had prevailed iu the 
nomination of the balance of the 
ticket, it was asking no more than 
justice that the nomination for State’s 
Attorney should go to Parsons district. 
This district has a Democratic major¬ 
ity of about 200 votes,'and is the larg¬ 
est district In the county. Mr. 'Fruitt 
said that the conventibu should recog¬ 
nize this, and that the candidate from I 
this district, L, Atwood Bennett, I 
should receive the nomination. 

The count of the first ballot shqjwed 
that Bennett hud received 18 votes; 
^ Bailey, 17, and Bell, 7. Bennett having 
failed to secure a majority, the name 
of each delegate was called separately 
to vote for his favorite, and this re¬ 
sulted in a victory for .loseph L. 
Bailey, with 28 votes to his credit, 
against 12 for Bennett and 2 fur Bell.

Senator Brewington in the last

Mr. Twilley gives no specific reason 
for'bis action, except to state that his 
official duties require more time and 
attention than he feels that he can 
afford to give. He also states that he 
consented to remain a member of the 
Council at the last election because of 
the' proposed street paving project 
which was then under consideration, 
and that as it is evident that this im¬ 
provement has been indefinitely post¬ 
poned, he desires to sever his connec¬ 
tion with the city. 

Ajb the office of councilman is a 
thankless one at its best, it is proba¬ 
ble that the city will experience oon- 
sidemble trouble in securing a citizen 
to fill the vacancy, and it is not known 
at present who will be appointed by 
the Council. A new president will 
also have to be elected, and it is likely 
that Mr. W. U. Polk will be chosen 
for this position. 

Mr. Twilley entered upon his coun- 
cilmanlc duties in June, 1906, at the 
time the contract was awarded for the 
paving of Main, Dock and Division 
streets, and it was largely through his 
efforts that the work was expeditiously 
carried on. He has taken an active 
Interest in the city’s welfare and many 
Important improvements have been 
made for tbe public good during hh> 
incumbency. 

Mr. Twilley was formost In the ac¬ 
tion of tbe Council which annulled 
the franchise of the defunct Salisbury 
Gas Company, which had been granted 
by his predecessors and granted a 
franchise to tbe Home Gas Company. 
This company has already spent thou¬ 
sands of dollars for plant and equip¬ 
ment and is pushing the work with a 
view of an early completion. He had 
been a member of the City Council 
just one year at the time he handed in 
his resignation.

The Bite Is a tract of twenty-six 
acres, forming tbe crowning emlnenc<> 
of tbe picturesque West Lawn ceme¬ 
tery. Tbe pilgrim to tbe lost resting 
place of tbe dead president finds 
spread out beneath bis eyes a variefl 
landscape, beyond which lies the whole 
panorama of tbe city of Canton.

One of tbe most consplc- 
noos features of the whole scheme Is 
the Introduction of what has been 
technically denominated a long water, 
on artificial lake or basin directly In 
front of tbe mausoleum. In effect not 
nnllke the prayer rug forming tbe ave- 
Boe of approach to some eastern shrine, j 
Tbe basin, which Is more than 600 
feet tn length, wtdena gradually as It 
approaches the memorial, broadening 
from thirty-five to alzty-flve feet, ao 
that the vista Includes the whole width 
of the steps that rise direcUy from this 
water pathway to tbe main entrance to 
the tomb. It Is tbe function of this 
qnlet basin to reflect tbe architeotaral 
eompoaltlon beyond and tbns doubly to 
Impreas the vision upon the mind of 
the beholder. 

Another supplementary feature that 
contributes In no small degree to the 
effect Is the presence of a statue of tbe 
late prealdent at tbe bead of the grand 
staircase and about fifty feet In front 
of tbe facade of tbe mausoleum.

It seems that the proper oiflcials 
were not promptly notifled when the 
body was first found, and the remains 
were left there until they were remov¬ 
ed at the expense of local citizens 
Thursday to the other side of the river 
and buried in the marsh. 

Upon inquiry it was fouud that the 
two.men had left the schooners for a 
fishing trip on the river on Saturday 
.and it is supposed that they became 
intoxicated and upset the small craft 
and. were drowned soon after starting. 
The captain of the sailing vessels do 
not know their names, or where they 
were from. 

Chief of Police Woodland Disharoon 
and Deputy Sheriff J. Frank Waller 
accompanied by Mr. F. A. Grier made 
a trip down the river yesterday .in an 
endeavor to locate the third negro, 
but at a late hour last evening they 
returned, having learned that the two 
negroes already buried were the only 
ones missing.

In regard to all that has been said 
and published In Baltimore newspapers 
relative tothe campaign of the. mer¬ 
chants of that city In their endeavor 
to secure the trade of the Eastern 
Shore counties, the question naturally 
arises as to whether or not the whole¬ 
sale and retail merchants of the Mon¬ 
umental City have made sufflcieiflly 
attractive bids for the Eastern Shore 
trade. 

^ Largely attended and enthusiastic 
meetings have been held, the matter 
has been placed on several occasions 
before the Board of Trade and the 
merchants of Baltimore have even 
made an endeavor to intiuence the of¬ 
ficials of the Pennsylvania Hailroad 
Company to make a freight rate be¬ 
tween Baltimore and points on the 
Eastern Shore which would serve to 
induce the produce growers to ship 
their produce to Baltimore and make 
their purchases in that city. 

Witli the view of ascertaining the 
opinion of Eastern Shore dealers. Mr. 
.1. W. Lee, .Jr., representing tlie Penn¬ 
sylvania system w'as in Salisbury this 
week and interviewed both the local 
wholesale and retail merchants on the 
subject. A number of the larger pro¬ 
duce growers were also interviewed to 
ascertain the true trade relations with 
Baltimore as compared with the larger 
cities of the North. 

The merchants of Baltimore, in 
their present campaign to regain some 
of the trade of the Eastern Shore, 
have given the transportation com¬ 
panies to understood that they could 
handle all of the produce of the Eas¬ 
tern Shore counties, and that the local 
growers preferred Baltimore to other 
markets.

Rev. AJvin Jones Vanderbogart died 
atBaranac Lake, New York, Tuesday 
after an illness of about six months. 
He was removed from Ocean City to 
the Adirondacks on Friday of last 
week on the advice of his physicians 
in the hope of saving his life. His ill¬ 
ness was so severe, however, that he 
succumbed a few days after his arrival 
at the Ne^York watering place. 

His body was- brought to this city 
last evening and the funeral services 
will be conducted today from the Van- 
derbogart residence on Lemon Hill, 
with interment in Parsons cemetery. 

Rev. Vanderbogart was born in 
Troy, N. Y., in and was 44 years 
of age at the time of liis death. He 
was the second son of Mr. and Mrs.

At the recent Coulbourn fire, it 
is claimed by certain firemen that 
a large number of persons who 
were in no way connected with 
the Department rushed to the City 
Hall, and procured the outfits of 
the firemen before they had time 
to secure them themselves. In 
many instances the suits were all 
mixed up, and some of them even 
found in various parts of the town 
after the fire. That conditions of 
this kind are unjust and unfair to 
the Chief and the regular firemen 
must be only too apparent to all 
who have at heart the interests of 
this branch of the local service. 

The Fire Department, including 
the Chief and every member, is 
purely a volunteer arrangement, 
and one which should have the 
support as well as the hearty co¬ 
operation and sympathy of the 
people in general, and those who 
are in no way connected withit 
have no right to rush to the City 
Hall, and interfere with the orders 
that are given by those who have 
the authority to issue them. That 
there are a number of things con¬ 
nected with the Department itself 
which ought to be remedied is 
only too true, but as long as un¬ 
authorized persons issue orders, 
drive fire engines, procure suits, 
appropriate places on the hose 
carriage, and exhibit their offi- 
cionsness at all sorts of inoppor¬ 
tune times the inefficiency of the 
Department can hardly be blamed 
upon the firemen.

"Napoleon Kouoparte waa the per- 
sonin<’.-itloM of the present feeling In 
Japan. I.ike him, she took advantage 
of ail- piiciny's wonkneaa and waa auc- 
cessfnl ill 11 . lutoxicnted by that early 
ancocKs, Hhe firmly belteves there la no 
limit to her power. But It should be 
distinctly understood now that tbe 
ttme Is coming when the powora will 
have to unite, as they did against Na¬ 
poleon. to check Japan's rapacious ca¬ 
reer nnd give her her proper place 
among nations. 

"History will write thla country'a 
part in the spoliation of Korea by Ja¬ 
pan In terms of which we will not be 
proud. There Is no qncstton that at 
Portsmouth Tresldent Rooae^t offer¬ 
ed Japan a free band In Korea In ex¬ 
change for the waiver of indemnity 
from RiinhIh. T^Is copies from Japa¬ 
nese sources. And thla In the face of 
the full treaty relations between Ko¬ 
rea and the United States! We ruth¬ 
lessly broke our word, and the result la 
the delmuchery and min of Korea by 
the .latianese. 

"But there was one feature which we 
overlrioked—our commercial intereeta 
In Korea. As rapidly as Japanese dom¬ 
ination increases In Korea In Jnat that 
proportion will American export trade 
decrease, especially In cotton, lumber, 
tobacco nnd flour. 

"Not only this, but Japanese auprem- 
acy as It flnda expression In Korea 
means utter disregard of the rights of 
Amerlriiiis nnd Engllahmen. Tbe Man- 
chn K.viullciite'a experience In tbe gold 
mine case at Harahung la one of hun¬ 
dreds of Instances In point. In abort 
Japan In Korea Is not only doing all It 
can to nnnlhllnte the helpless dynasty 
nnd the people, but Is treading danger¬ 
ously close to the toes of other powers. 
In time nnd I believe no very long 
time—there can l)e but one result. 

"That this condition exists Is due to 
two things, one tbe mlsapprebenalon 
that prevails as to Japan's course In 
Korea nnd the other toe fear on tbe 
part of the great itowers not of Japan 
Individually, but of tbe complications 
that might arise If any one power 
were to Interfere.

eepe<-inlly In New Yoik und Boston. 

It was wholly characteristic of tbe 
Bort of man Mr. Cortelyou la that he 
should study this question carefully 
before undertaking to find a remedy. 
Not until he bad personally witnessed 
tbe confusion on board ship and on 
toe dock at several of the larger ports 
was he prepared to reorganise the 
system. Tbe secretary made public 
tbe new method which be has oidered 
pla.’Cil In operation and which should 
be In full swing In time to greet tbe 
home coming European travelers to¬ 
ward tbe end of the summer.

|RE UYING FUTURE PLANS. 


Present Situation Misunderstood Here 
and Abroad, Declares San Franoieoo 
Editor—H.'. B. Hulbort Asserts Japan 
Needs-Wstohing—Natives. Believe, He 
‘ Bays; United States and Other Pew- 
era Fear Them. 

M. H. De Young, proprietor of tbe 
Ban Francisco Chronicle, V**® waa re¬ 
cently Interviewed at the Hotel Ven- 
dorae In Paris by a New York Herald 
correspondent, oaye the present friction 
between America and Japan does net 
seem to be well understood In Europe 
or on the Atlantic aide of the United 
States. 

“Tlie Idea of dispatching tbe fleet to 
the Pacific,” said Mr. De Yonng, 
"shows long headedness by the govern¬ 
ment. Considering toe way Japan 
sprang upoa Russia when Russia was 
unprepared and while negotiations 
were In progress. It Is the duty of the 
United States government to send the 
fleet to the Pacific In advance of any 
serious'friction. 

"There iipiieurs to be something be¬ 
hind toe present Japanese attitude. If 
they have an.v ulterior motive In view, 
they can spring upon ns, seize toe Phll- 
tppiues und Hawaiian Islands and for¬ 
tify them so It will be almost Impos¬ 
sible to recover them. It will take 
months for the fleet to get to the Pa¬ 
cific. It is well known In Callfomia 
that thousands of Japanese soldiers, 
men und officers of the late war, are 
now In Hawaii. Working on sugqr 
plantations are some 10,000 or 15,000, 
a niicleup large enough. In fact, to take 
toe Isliuiils were a Japanese fleet to 
furnish them with arms. 

"I say tbe Japanese are Baking a 
cause to be Irritated. They are plan¬ 
ning an excuse for future action, for 
otherwise the causes for their protests 
are too small. There have been only 
two Incidents, one bel^ an outcome 
of the great fire and the other a small 
fight Riidi as takes place In large 
dtles every fiw days. 

"Critics seem to forget we lost twen¬ 
ty-six schoolbouses In tbe great fire. 
Temporarily we tried to bouse tbe 
ochool children as best we could In 
ifooden structures. In order not to dis¬ 
criminate we Immediately erected In 
Chinatown, where most of toe Chinese 
and Japanese live, a school for Mon¬ 
golians. There was no feeling against 
the Japanese. Their cblldrea attending 
school are only ninety-three In number. 
They are clean, nice, cute children, to 
whom no one conM object. 

"Our kindness was met by tbe state¬ 
ment that Japanese were not Mougo- 
llans. Their objection to going with 
Chinese was toe only exhlbltton of race 
prejudice noticeable. This laolatloa was 
almply a temporary expediency. 

"As to the restanrant fight. It was 
because two Irishmen tried to get 
breakfast In a Japanese restanrant 
without paying, which precipitated a 
fight such «R might have occurred In 
an Italian or German restaurant under 
like circumstances.

Large faaatittes 01 Caitalaapes Aid 
WaleimelMs Shipped Each Day 
Ta Ntrlhen Markels—Tear 
fas Beea PrtffiaMe. 

The scene at the shipping siding of 
the New York, Philapelphia and Nor¬ 
folk Railroad at South ^lisbury, and, 
in fact, at all shipping points in the 
vicinity of Vila city, has been one of 
unusual activity during the past few 
weeks,. As many as Hfteen cars of 
home grown produce with a daily 
average of abodt eight cars have been 
shipped from the siding at South Sal¬ 
isbury during the entire season. In 
addition to this several cars are being 
loaded by Mr. W. F. Allen each day 
at the siding on the Allen farms, mak¬ 
ing a total of about twelve cars. 

This prodbce, which represents only 
a fraction of the output of Wicomico 
soil, is in a great measure shipped to 
the Northern markets—PliiladelpmSv 
New York, Boston, Providence and 
other large cities. If one would stand 
at a shipping station for a few hours 
and witness the vast number of canta¬ 
loupes or watermelons brought to 
the cars by the growers, it would 
cause 'one to wonder wliere so much 
farm produce would be consumed. To 
a person unacquainted with the com¬ 
mercial value of this produce, the fig¬ 
ures representing the money brought 
into this county each day from these 
shipments would be almost beyond be¬ 
lief. 

Cantaloupes, when tlie season open¬ 
ed, sold in the Northern markets at a 
figure unheard of in the history of 
truck growing in tills vicinity. The 
best quality brought as high as $5.00 
per carrier, and the average price for 
the first week during the crop was 
about g2.5U. The price, however, last¬ 
ed several days at $4.S0. When it is

A nine story bouse In New York f<» 
college men, the lower third ot Whlcb , 
will* be common to the New York 
graduates of six New Bngland Instl- 
tutiona and the other slx-nluths ap¬ 
portioned, a ninth* apiece, to the grad¬ 
uates of each of the Institutions, Is toe 
latest Idea in clubhouses, says the New 
York Tribune. 

The originator of the plant, Aliaton 
Sargent, secretary of the club of toe 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 

In Uaat Twenty-eighth streew says it 
has been received with enthusiasm by 
New York graduates of the six Instltu- 
tlODS— Amherst, Brown, Dartmouth, 
Maaaachusetts Institute of Technolo¬ 
gy, Wesleyan and Williams. The New 
York men who have .attended each of 
them now bUve clubs of their own, the 
average membership of which Is about 
800. That number makes a good stsed 
Club, but not large enough to provide 
the advantages of the bouses of the 
Uarvsfd, Yale and Princeton grad¬ 
uates. 

Five hundred thousand dollars Is the 
amount wblcjH It la planned to raise 
among the members of toe six college 
clnbs for toe new bnllding. WUh 300 
members to a clnt>, this means that 
toe composite- New Bngland organUa- 
tloQ would start out with a member¬ 
ship of 1300, and those Interested In 
toe plan think tost this number could 
easily be Increased to 2JS00 of 8,000. 
The additional members would be 
drawn from gradnatee of the Instltu- 
tlons named who do not at present be¬ 
long to the clubs bearing toe name of 
their alma mater, bnt would do so 
If the proper facllltleo for a clnbhonee 
were offered.

Th^ cost of tbs new 
gas Is gl.lO per 1,000, the lowest price 
at which gas Is sold In any city in 
liebraskn. In quality It Is as gtx>d as 
toal or oil gas. 

John D. Rockefeller Is said to be 
back of the company which Is fur¬ 
nishing the gas, and the franchise for 
toe plant la In the name of the Rev. 
Charles Eaton of Cleveland, RockefH- 
ler’s pastor The company has com¬ 
pleted a 4100,000 plant at Beatrice. It 
la the Arst plant in the world In whldi 
gas Is produced In this manner. 

The vegetable matter la placed In 
large retorts and roasted until the wa¬ 
ter Is forced out This water Is than 
turn^ into steam, and the tftiM elim¬ 
inated are very combustible and a per¬ 
fect substitute for ordinary coal gda.
